Chinese Reds have lost heavily in men 
and materials, and signs have not been 
wanting that their fighting morale is 
nothing like so good as a few months 
ago.

The White House announced today that Russia 
has achieved its third atomic. explosion. 

The announcement said the latest explosion 
apparently was part of a test series. “Of course 
there may be more such explosions from time to 
time,” the White House Secretary, Mr Joseph 
Short, said.

(c) British officers and men 
are required to ob ain special 
passes before they can go 
from ship to shore or be- 
tween two British shore 
stations. These passes are 
often much delayed, with 
consequent dislocation of the 
work in hand. 


(4) No stores, luggage, or mail 
for this operational force 
may be landed except in the 
presence of a Soviet official, 
and numerous formalities are 


required for the shipment of 
all stores and mail. 


(ec) Private service mail is 
subjected to censorship. 
although for an operational 
force of this kind censorship 
should, in our view, be left 
In the hands of British 
Sorvice authorities.

The December outward-bound 
convoy was to bring about a 
gratifying naval engagement. The 
disablement of the Tirpitz had 
‘eft the Scharmhorst the only 
heavy enemy ship in Northern 
Norway, She sallied forth from 
Allen Flord with five destroyers 
on the evening of Chrisimas Day, 
1943, to attack the convoy about 
40 miles south of Bear Island. 

The reinforced convoy escort 
comprised 24 deSitroyers, with a 
soyering force of three cruisers. 
The Commander - in ~ Chief, 
Admiral Fraser, Jay to the south- 
westward in his flagship, the 
Duke of York, with the cruiser 
Jamaica and four destroyers. 

Twice the Scharnhorst tried to 
Each time 
he was intercepted and eng2gei 
by the escort crulsers anc 
destroyers, and after indecisive 
fighting, in which ‘both the 
Scharnhorst and the British 
cruiser Norfolk were’ hit, the 
Germans broke off the action and 
withdrew to the southward, 
hadowed and reported by our 
cuisers, The German destroyers 
vere never seen and took no 
part. 

Meanwhile the Commander- 
‘n-Chief was approaching at his 
tttmost speed through heavy seas 
At 4.17 p.m, when ‘he last of 
he Arctic twilight bad long since 
fone, the Duke of York detected 
the enemy hy Radar at about 23 
miles. The Scharnhorst remained 
unaware of her upproaching 
deem, until, a: 4.50 p.m. tht 
Duke of York opened fire at 
12,000 yards wi-h the aid of 
starshell, 


DESTROYERS ATTACK 


At the same time Admiral 
Fraser sent his four destroyers 
in to attack when’ opportunity 
offered. One of these, the Stord, 
was manned by the Royal Nor- 
wegian Navy. The Scharnhorst 
was surprised, and turned away 
to the eastward. In a running 
fight she suffered several hits, but 
was able with her superior epeed 
gradually to draw ahead. 

However, by 6.20 p.m. it be- 
came apparent that her speed was 
beginning to fall and our 
destroyers were able to close in 
on either flank, At about 7 p.m. 
they all pressed home their at- 
tacks. Four torpedoes struck. 
Only one destroyer was hit. 

The Scharnhorst turned to 
drive off the destroyers, and thus 
the Duke of York was able to 
close rapidly to about 10,000 
yards and reopen fire with 
crushing effort, ta half an hour 
the unequal. battle. between a 
battleship and a woundad battle- 
cruiser was over, and the Duke 
of York Jeft the crulsers. and 
destroyers to complete the task, 
The Scharnhorst soon eink, and

The British Admiralty failed today to get the courts 
to put a £6,246 limit on its Habilities to civilians for loss 
of life or damage in the disastrous collision between the 
submarine Truculent and the Swedish ship Divina.

The Admirotty sought a 
ruling -that Its liabilities should 
he llmited to a figure represent- 
ing £15 a ton of the sub- 
marine’s tonnage. 


Mr Justice Willmer found 
that the Commander of the 
submarine was not at fault for 
10t engaging a pilot. 


But the Judge was surprised 
to hear that. he did not recognise 
a red light carried by the 
Divina as showing that she was 
carrying petroleum -spirit. 


The white steaming light 
carried by the submarine did 
‘not comply with the collision 
‘regulations, 

He did not accept the argu- 
ment that breach of the regula- 
tion by one of His 
ships was .only a matter of 
departmen’al discipline.

KOREA LATEST 


Reds Make 
Changes In 


Delegati 
Tokyo, Oct. 23. 

The Communists an- 
nounced two changes in 
their Korean armistice de- 
legation today but failed 
to ratify the “ground 
rules” in time for a full- 
scale meeting on Tuesday.

A UN -s spokesman had in-

afternoon if the enemy ratifica- 
tion can come early in the day. 
It apparently did not come early 
enough. 

Meanwhile, informed quarters 
at Munsan expressed “a little 
concern” at the change in the 
Communist delegation.

Passed The Buck? 


Sir,—-As one of the ¢romoters 
of the Japanese Reparations 
claims I read with interest your 
leader of yesterday on the 
subject. Wiilst agreeing with 
much of what you say may I 
be allowed {o comment on the 
implication that the initiative 
in rencuncing reparations came 
from the United Kingdom 
Government. 

About March 20th, 1949, Mr 
Rees-Willilams, Under Secretary 
of State for Colonies, informed 
Mr Gammans, M,.P., who had 
asked that the renunciation of 
Hongkeng Reparations be re~ 
considered, that “we could riot 
make any other approach to 
the Hongkong Government on 
this matter (i.e, of ‘War Re- 
parations). They fully consider- 
ed it.” 

You will find this quoted in 
your filles of the beginning of 
April, 1949. In short, they 
“passed the buck” to the Hang- 
kong Government, and placed 
on the latter the full responsi- 
bility for renouncing repara- 
tions, The truth would appear 
to be that the local Govern- 
ment took It upon themselves 
to pretend that Hongkong did 
not want reparations and the 
UK Government behind this 
smokestreen were able to oblige 
the American powers-that-be by 
‘saying that they did not want 
reparations, Recently however 
despite the protests of Dulles 
that Japan would be enslaved 
(forsooth!) by reparations pay~ 
ments the American Govern- 
ment were forced by Philippine 
diplomats to abandon this ‘at- 
titude and write . reparations 
into the Treaty.

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<SEFWsI TSUN WAN MURDER TRIAL 


APPEAL: CROWN REPLIES 


Arguments for the Crown were presented before the Chief Justice, 
Sir Gerard Howe, and the Acting Puisne Judge, Mr Justice Scholes, when 
the Tsun Wan murder appeal was continued in the Full Court this morn- 
ing. The appeal was brought by Shau Shing, aged 40, a Northerner, 
who was unanimously found guilty of the murder of Police Constable 
Poon Cheuk-wing in Tsun Wan district on May 28 and sentenced to death 


by Mr Justice 


Shau Shing is represented by 
Mr John McNeill, KC, and Mr 
S. V. Gittins, both instructed by 
Mr K. Y. Yung while Mr A. 
Hoo‘on, Crown Counsel, and Mr 
D. E. Greenfield, Crown Counsel, 
are appearing for the Crown. 

‘With an array of no less than 
54 law books on the table in 
front of him, the leading Crown 
Counsel opened ‘his address to 
the Court by dealing with Mr 
McNeill’s first argument which 
was 10 the effect that the irre- 
gularity in the manner of taking 
of the depositions by the Magis- 
trate—if there was, in fact, any 
irregularity—would viliate the 
commitial proceedings, or, alter- 
natively, would render the 
statement made by the appellant 
inadmissible at his trial. 

Mr Hooton said that Mr 
MecNeill's contentions on this 
ground were totally misccnceived, 
and in particular he had miscon- 
cetved the irregulari'y es a vital 
on:, Mr MeNeill’s argument was 
based cn a lack of undersianding 
of the history ant purpose of 
section 76 of the Magistra.es 
‘Ondinance in particutar,.and of 
‘he laws of admissibility of 
evidence in general, 

Mr \Hooton, continuing his 
argument, said that where cer- 
tain irregularities were fun- 
damental and went to the root 
of the committal proceedings 
then they may be grounds for 
saying that the ‘proceedings 
were invalid and the whole 
trial rendered a nullity, 


NOT SERIOUS 


Crown Counsel sald that 
there was no doubt, in his sub- 
mission, that if there was an 
irregularity under section 75 of 
the Magistrates Ordinance 
(which dealt with the taking of 
evidence before a Magistrate on 
committal proceedings) that 
would go to the root of the 
matter. . 

In this case there were 
irregularities which were not 
serious enough to go to the. root 
of the whole problem, Crown 
Counse! contended. Z 

In his submission, said Mr 
Hooton, the irregularity of the 
nature suggested by Mr McNeill, 
that is to say, that because four 
charges were read to the accused 
and he was cautioned and made 
one statement, was not an irre- 
gularity of the nature which 
went tothe bottom of the mat- 
ter,'or which would be suffi- 
cient for the indictment to be 
quashed had a motion been 
made to quash in it the court 
of trial. : , 
“Mr Hooton pointed out that 
section -76 of the Magistrates 
Ordinance had replaced section 
18 but-it was just the fome as 
it was before as no substantial 
alteration had been made in the 
amendment. : 

The section had’ never in any 
way altered 
Common Law, that is to.say, a 
confession of.an- accused person 
was evidence at his trial If 


that confession was made volun-- 


tary and if what he said was 
relevant to the charge before 
the jury, then’ such confession 
was admissible in evidence, 

In Mr  Hooton’s ‘submission 
the whole: purpose’ of section 76 
-was merely to facilitate the. 
proof of a voluntary statement 
at a trial and to eradicate the 


possibility of a threat or induce~ ‘ 


GOOD EVIDENCE

MeNeill’s construction of sec- 
tion 76 was totally untenable. 

Mr Hooton further submitted 
that Mr MeNelll’s contention 
was completely and utterly 
unsound. He understood Mr 
McNeill’s argument to be that 
they would get a silly position 
if there was not a separate 
statement in respect of cach 
charge. Mr MeNeill's argument, 
said Counsel, was founded pn 
a false proposition. ‘ 

Mr McNeil had argued that 
the whole statement should be 
read to the jury, but Mr Hooton 
contended that the {rrelevant 
portions of the statement should 
not be read to the jury. 

Mr Hooton submitted that 
whet the Magistrate did was 
quite right and quite proper. 
The irregularity suggested was 
merely as to the mode of tak- 
ing the statement before the 
Magistrate. The Magistrate 
had testified before the Full 
Court that he took down in 
writing the confession of the 
accused at the committal pro- 
ceedings. 

Turning to a subsidiary pcint, 
Mi Hooton ‘said that a motion 
to quash an indictment must be 
made in the lower court before 
it can go to appeal. 

This concluded Crown. 
Counsel’s submissions in regard 
to Mr McNeill’s first point of 
argument. :
